The Laws cf Utah.

No. 1. 


The writer proposes to review the im- 
portant lawe of Utah as they are now 
found upon the statute book. He does 
not expect that his conclusiens will 
lease all classes of the community ; 
ut to the extent of bis knowledge upon 
the subject; they will be correct and 
will not be charaterized by prejudice or 
artiality. This series of articies will 

given to the public with the single de- 
sire to accomplish equal and exact j-s- 
tice to all citizens and aliens residing 
trithin the Territorial limit«—and, if any 
person after a perusal of any of the arti- 
cles, dissents from tke conc!usions of 
the writer, and regards the subject 
ef suiticient importance to pubiicly 
express that dissent, he will take pleas- 
frre in considering the argument advan- 
eed against bis conclusions, if the argu- 
ments are made with gentleman!y words 
and ip a spirit of liberal courtesy. 


There are several strange and nousnal 
laws enacted by the Territorial Legisla- 
ture, which deserve a candid criticism. 
Probably in no other community could 
guch a system of laws be enforced. 


Governor Cummings directed the at- 
tention of the Legislature to them. and 
said that “they were passed under a con- 
dition of affairs which would soun cease 
to exist.” Lt is a source of profound re- 
gret that any ~conditioa of affairs” ever 
warranted their ensctment. Governor 
Harding subsequently referred to them 
iw detail, and his action in this respect 
was, no doubt. among the first causes 
originating che trouble between bim and 
ibe Church leaders. 


The law mking power—composed 
exclusively of leading men of the Mor- 
mon fuith—-bas thus far declined to take 
any action in the premises, May tbe 
hope be expressed, that with ~tbhe nev 
order of things’? more just and Jiberal 
laws will characterize the statute book 
uf the Territory. | 
An assertion now about to be made, 
will not, in all probability, be accepted 
as a tenth by a portion of the community 
—or if so accepted, will not be pubiiciy 
miinitted as a truth. The assertion is 
this: ‘To uoderstand tae full effect and 
meaning of many of the laws of Utah, 
it ia absolutely necessary. to understand 
the Church poiity; and without enlarg- 
ing upon this assertion at the present 
Ume, the wriler gives as his opinion— 
after more than two years of careful 
observation—that the Church, with its 
doctrines, covenants ard “one mun 
power” idea, is held up as being supe- 
rior to any civil law enacted by man; 
hence the writer regards many of the 
Jaws of Utah as simply auxiliaries for 
the purpose of legalizing the practices 
and customs of the Mormon Church— 
ing more apd nothing less. This 
opinion, it is thought, will be entertained 
by the candid reader after a perusal of 
articles. 


It is a matter of surprise that mony of 
these objectionable laws bave been tus 
far unnoticed by Congress. This neglect 
becomes-nrore culpabie when it is wel! 
known that attention has been directed 
to them by est every Federal officer 
who has visited U tab. 


The writer considers this much of a 
preface necessary before engaging his 
subject.
